ABSTRACT 

The Criterion-Referenced Test is designed to be used 
in conjunction with the SEL/Project Language, Level II, Kindergarten 
program. The test consists of 28 items to which the child responds 
verbally or nonverbally. The examiner records and tallies correct 
responses to obtain the chiles total score. To administer this test, 
the examiner must have available props such as samples of texture, a 
xylophone, a flannel board, pictures and a toy car as well as a copy 
of the Pupil's Book. The Level II, Kindergarten curriculum guides are 
available as PS 004 669 (Part One) and PS 005 021 (Part Two).
